The Japanese characters, which 
standiox the switch 6, are made up of two Kanjm (KltW and KAN) and one Katakanu 
di&ra&ter (SUR'HUy, there is no extra character to denote the magnetic nature of the 
switch, Eoughiy translated in English, K1RU stands for CXM {pp. 141, 142), KAN stands 
;for REPLACE/DIVERSION (p,95) and SUICHUh the Japanese mispronunciation of the 
actual English word SWITCH fp.597). For attempting to do the translation the applicant
